SAIGON (AP) — Saigon took 
its worst enemy bombardment 
of the last five weeks early to­ 
day. The Viet Cong slammed in 
16 rockets which killed 25 Viet­ 
namese civilians and wounded 
another 43, military officers re­ 
ported. 
Gen, William C. Westmore­ 
land predicted the Viet Cong 
would 
continue 
its 
bombard­ 
ment of the South Vietnamese 
capital 
“to 
grab 
headlines 
throughout the world by por­ 
traying a facade or aura of 
strength.” 
The outgoing commander of 
U.S. forces in Vietnam returned 


from Washington today. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters announced that the nightly 
barrage of 100-pound Russian 
rockets set fire to 27 houses to­ 
day. 
destroying or damaging 
them. In terms of casualties and 
damage, it was the worst enemy 
shelling of Saigon since the Viet 
Cong began frequent bombard­ 
ment of the capital 34 days ago 
in an apparent attempt to ter­ 
rorize the population.

The 
Marines reported 49 enemy and 
13 Marines killed and 37 Ameri­ 
cans wounded. 
Near Con Thien, at the east­ 
ern end of the DMZ, North Viet­ 
namese troops ambushed a Ma­ 
rine patrol, killed 14 Americans 
and wounded ll.

Wound Left No 


Chance Of Life 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — It 
may be days ar weeks before 
the full medical story of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion is told, but one fact appar­ 
ently 
has 
been 
established: 
Death was due to a bullet in the 
brain. 
The coroner’s chief medical 
examiner said Thursday after a 
six-hour autopsy: “The cause of 
death was ascribed by me as 
gunshot wound of the right mas­ 
toid penetrating the brain.” 
Dr. Thomas T. Noguchi told 
newsmen that pieces of the bul­ 
let and the mastoid bone behind 
the right ear “severely dam­ 
aged the main portion of the 
right 
side of the brain and 
reached about the center of the 
brain.” 
He said the damage was so 
extensive “it could not help but 
cause death” but he would not 
speculate on reports the senator 
was partly paralyzed during the 
25 hours he clung to life after 
the shooting Wednesday. 
Noguchi said routine tests of 
brain tissue and vital organs re­ 
moved during the autopsy would 
continue far days or even weeks 
but he was confident they would 
not change his decision on the 
cause of death. 
“Quite a few fragments of the 
bullet were still in the brain,” 
Noguchi said. Surgeons who op­ 
erated on Kennedy shortly after 
the shooting reported they had 
obtained all but one fragment.

U. S. Rep. Wayne Aspinall (D-Colorado), chairman 
of Hie Public Land Law* Review Commission, announces 
that George Banzhaf & Co., of Milwaukee (he has a 
summer home on Indian Lake near Manistique) has 
been awarded a $199,400 contract by the commission 
to study timber policies on the public lands. 
The commission held public meetings in Milwaukee 
and elsewhere in the midwest last year and impressed 
Upper Peninsula witnesses with the objectivity a n d 
depth of its inquiry. 
The commission’s time for study has been extend­ 
ed and its funds expanded. The study which it has con­ 
tracted with the Banzhaf organization to make is the 
17th which it has ordered. Others are on such subjects 
as the history of land law development, a digest of pub­ 
lic land laws, revenue sharing and payments in lieu of 
taxes on federal public lands, fish and wildlife resources 
of public lands, water resources on public lands, etc. 
* 
* 
* 
The study of public land management and resource 
use is to be the base upon which the commission will 
make recommendations to Congress on the retention and 
disposal of certain public lands and management policies 
to provide the greatest public benefits. 
The recommendations and congressional action on 
them could influence the future of the Upper Peninsula 
in a way that is meaningful only to our professional 
foresters and wood industry managers today. Federal 
and state governments own 40 per cent of the land of 
the Upper Peninsula. The Ottawa and Hiawatha Na­ 
tional Forests comprise more than 160,000 acres of fed­ 
eral ownership and there are 90,000 acres in the Senev 
Wildlife Refuge, plus Isle Royale National Park, Pic­ 
tured Rocks National Lakeshore and other holdings. 
Not only retention policies (ifs not imaginable that 
the federal government will relinquish any major hold­ 
ings in the U. P.) are important to the Upper Penin­ 
sula, but federal land management policies also will have 
a major impact on the area’s economy. How wood of 
federal forests is made available to industry will have 
a strong influence on wood industry as the area com­ 
petes for markets for its products with areas producing 
wood under different ownership and marketing systems. 
*

It is reassuring to the Upper Peninsula that the 
Public Land Law Review Commission has chosen Banz­ 
haf & Co. to make the timber policies study because 
Michigan isn’t included in the study and Banzhaf is 
familiar with its problems. 
George Banzhaf will administer a study of the in­ 
fluence of public land timber production and sale on 
regional economies and dependent communities. 
Tile study will consider the impact of other demands 
On forest lands like recreation, watershed control, wild­ 
life habitat, etc., and their effect on the future timber 
supply. And, reversely, the impact of timber harvest 
systems on other land usage will be explored. 
The study also will estimate future timber produc­ 
tion to supply data that is imperative for long range 
planning for forest management and for the huge in­ 
vestment that modem wood industry requires. 
It will describe the timber industry’s dependency 
on the public lands and their role in the nation’s timber 
economy. 
It will compare federal timber policies with those 
of several of the states and a Canadian province. 
There will be in-depth analysis of allowable cut de­ 
terminations (how’ much wood can be harvested in a 
forest in keeping with good management practices), 
timber sales, appraisals and pricing methods, evaluation 
of access road financing (a red flag with loggers) and 
timberland acquisition and disposal.

The Upper Peninsula’s timber, winch is one of its 
greatest industrial resources and which may become 
its greatest because it is renewable and mineral in­ 
dustry eventually exhausts its resource, always has 
been catch-can, with enterprisers trying to make a buck 
by chance more than plan. 
Federal ownership of so much timberland in toe 
Upper Peninsula has introduced a new element of 
planned-management. This has been disruptive in a 
free enterprise system which has had many marginal 
operators and low standards of profitability. But it has 
a potential for increasing the stability of our wood in­ 
dustry if somehow we can manage a balance in the 
delicate relationship of federal, state, industrial and 
small private forests as wood producers to the mills 
that convert the timber into saleable products. 
Hopefully, the Public Land Law Review Commis­ 
sion will assist in formulation of federal policv that 
will ease some of the Upper Peninsula’s government land 
problems.

Sault Ste. Marie, oldest city 
in Michigan and one of the 
oldest in the United States is 
300 years old, but its showing 
all the vigor and vision of its 
voyageur and missionary fore­ 
bears. 
To celebrate Its tricentennnl 
this year, Sault Ste. Marie has 
embarked on an ambitious pro­ 
gram that looks to its future 
and recalls its rich past. 
Completed this year, a 21- 
story, three-columned observa­ 
tion tower-carillon rises from 
the site where the Jesuit mis­ 
sionary, Fr. Jacques Marquette, 
erected 
the 
first 
quasi-per- 
manent wooden structures in 
Michigan in 1668. 
The tower, part of the Shrine 
of the Missionaries complex, 
overlooks the St. M ary’s River 
rapids from which the city 
gets its name, the locks from 
which it gets its fame and the 
international bridge that joins 
Michigan and Canada.

nounced “Soo” — is translat­ 
ed as rapids or waterfall. 
It 
is here that the waters of Lake 
Superior, largest of the Great 
Lakes, tum ble 21 feet on their 
way to Lake Huron and the 
St. Lawrence Seaway. 
Giant lake freighters “lock 
through” in an ever-fascinat­ 
ing parade during the eight- 
month shipping season. 
More than 80 million tons 
of iron ore from Michigan and

locks on their way to lower 
lakes and wrorld ports. 
There are some 14.000 ship 
passages yearly with flags from 
more than 20 nations nuking 
the Soo the world’s busiest 
canal, despite its shorter sea­ 
son enforced by ice on the 
lakes.

Part of the Soo’s future look 
is in the locks. There are five 
locks, four of which are on 
the American side. The new' 
Poe Lock, built at a cost of 
$40 million, will accommodate 
ships 1,000 feet long, more than 
one-third larger than today’s 
biggest lake freighter. 
The lock is 1,200 feet long, 
110 feet wide and 32 feet deep. 
By comparison, the Queen Eliz­ 
abeth is 1,031 feet long. 
The new' Poe lock replaces 
one built in 1896. The first lock 
was built in 1797 by British 
traders and it w'as destroyed 
in the W ar of 1312. Not until 
1855, w'hen the then-new' State 
of Michigan built twin 350 foot 
locks, could the St. M ary's be 
traversed without riding the 
rapids or portaging.

look back at the siege of Khe

By pinning down U. S. forces 
at Khe Sanh,

The irony of this was that 
the Khe Sanh defense was set 
up in this im portant infiltra­ 
tion area to block the Com­ 
munist supply routes.

U. S. troops into a “tight** per­ 
imeter—fixed them in one spot

We thus fell into Ho’s trap. 
Likewise, the Tet offensive 
forced U. S. and South Viet­ 
namese forces and pacification 
teams back into the cities tem ­ 
porarily. The Communists w'ere 
thus able to move freely in the

w eapons-and-am m uni- 
tion-short 
forces 
with 
new 
equipment 
and 
sizable 
sup­ 
plies, food and salt. 
It also made possible the 
wide-open recruiting or com­ 
mandeering of new troops and 
“volunteers.” 
Against this type of Commu­ 
nist tactics, w'hat is wanted is 
not a fixed base, but a mo­ 
bile strategy which v/ould en­ 
able us to hit the North Viet­

You have stripped yourself 
of everything but trum ps and 
diamonds and West must lead 
a diamond unless he wants to 
m ake the give-up play of let­ 
ting you ruff a heart in one 
hand and discard a diamond 
from the other. 
If the diamond honors are 
divided and West leads a low 
diamond you will pick up one 
honor and finesse for the other 
but West leads the jack of 
diamonds. He is perfectly cap­ 
able of false-carding and lead­ 
ing jack from jack-queen, but 
he is equally capable of leading 
jack from jack and tw’o small. 
You decide to stick to your 
original plan of playing for 
split honors and rise with dum­ 
m y’s king. Then you finesse 
against East’s queen and sit 
back 
to listen to kibitzer ap­ 
plause.

Fare Six 
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Hart Urges Big 
Locks In Seaway 


CHICAGO (AP) — Port offi­ 
cials and others in the Great 
Lakes region joined Thursday in 
favoring more and bigger locks 
in the St. Lawrence Seaway. 
Such a 
development would 
enable the water link between 
the Great Lakes and the Atlan­ 
tic Ocean to accommodate more 
ships and handle them faster. 
Toe men gave testimony at a 
hearing by the Army Corps af 
Engineers on the question of 
whether additional locks should 
be built. 
The seaway, 27 feet in depth 
and opened in 1958. has seven 
locks. Tonnage has been gain­ 
ing. season after season, except 
for a decline last year. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart. D-Mich.. 
said that the current rate of 
growth “the traffic will surely 
overflow by the mid or late 
1970s." 
The

build three locks, he said, two 
adjacent to the American-built 
Eisenhower and 
Snell 
locks 
near Massena, N. Y., and the 
other at Point Rockway, where 
a finger of land pokes into the 
St. Lawrence River near its 
linkup with Lake Ontario.

MSU Dissidents 
Extend Demands 


EAST LANSING (AP* —Dis­ 
sident Michigan State University 
students turned 
from 
stormy 
demonstrations 
to 
discussions 
and 
a 
listen-in Thursday 
as 
leaders vowed to work through 
the summer and fall for in­ 
creased demands. 
Earlier in the day, 26 persons 
arrested in demonstrations Wed­ 
nesday were arraigned at the 
Ingham 
County 
Sheriff’s 
De­ 
partment on charges ranging 
from trespassing to assaulting a 
police officer. 
A gathering Thursday night on 
campus—billed by one student 
as a “ Robert Kennedy Memorial 
Dance”—drew more than 200 
students, many of them curious 
onlookers, who sat for hours 
listening to speakers and the 
sound of rock-jazz groups. 
Throughout the evening, lead­ 
ers circulated papers to be sign­ 
ed by anyone who would be in 
the East Lansing area through 
the summer and would be “ will­ 
ing to work.” They promised 
continued efforts on behalf of 
their demands, despite the end 
of spring term this week. 
Increase Demands 
Earlier in the week, the stu­ 
dents had asked for abolition 
of the campus police or control 
of the student police by students 
and faculty. Their demands fol­ 
lowed the arrest of seven stu­ 
dents and five nonstudents on 
charges of illegal sale of nar­ 
cotics. 
They tacked further demands 


on the door of MSU President 
John A. Hannah’s campus resi­ 
dence Thursday. Hannah, attend­ 
ing 
meetings 
in 
Washington, 
was unavailable for comment. 
The list included: 
—Reorganization and disarm ­ 
ing of the campus police, who 
now come under the Ingham 
County Sheriffs Department. 
—“Severe disciplinary action” 
against those authorities respon­ 
sible for calling some 80 riot- 
helmeted police during demon­ 
strations Wednesday. 
—Prohibition of administra­ 
tion requests for outside law en­ 
forcement agencies “to inter­ 
fere with student activities.” 
Urge Dismissal 
—General 
amnesty 
for 
all 
those arrested Wednesday in a 
violence-punctuated session that 
elicited student cries of police 
brutality. 
A state senator, meanwhile, 
called on Hannah to dismiss the 
students arrested and those who 
participated in the demonstra­ 
tion. Hannah should protect oth­ 
er MSU students from “every 
nut, every kook, every punk,” 
said Sen. John Bowman, D-Rose- 
ville. 
The demonstration peaked late 
Wednesday as some 200 students 
hurled insults and dirt at po­ 
lice, called in when 17 young 
people and one professor re­ 
mained in the administration 
building after its doors were 
locked for the day. 
The protesters were just a 


small portion of MSU’i 38.000 
students. 
They 
were 
arrested, 
along 
with three members of a crowd 
of about 500 massed in front of 
the administration building and 
five others who joined a taunt­ 
ing, jeering mob that followed 
a police bus across campus. 
The 26 stood mute and de­ 
manded examination and jury 
trials 
at 
their 
arraignments 
Thursday. 
Quiet In Court 
About 50 students, many who 
had been active in the earlier 
demonstration, sat cross-legged 
on the lawn rn front of the sher­ 
iff’s department as their fellows 
were arraigned. 
Nearly half the waiting young 
people were allowed in the court­ 
room to watch. Lansing Town­ 
ship Justice of the Peace Con­ 
way Longson warned they would 
be held in contempt if there 
were outbreaks, but quiet pre­ 
vailed. 
All but a few of those ar- 
I rested were released on bonds of 
$150-$1,100. Students said much 
of the money had been collected 
from those on campus.
